alarms with good intent, 2 false alarms on automatic systems and 
7 calls to stand by at Banbury Fire Station. This brings the 
total number of calls so far this year to 43. 


During the last month we have been to Rewley Road Fire Station 
in Oxford for one of our 6 monthly training sessions in heat and 
smoke. This takes place in a specially constructed two storey 
building where a fire is lit on the ground floor, the temperature 
is then allowed to build up to approximately 130° C, by this time 
the building is also smoke logged. We then enter the building 
by means of a door on the upstairs balcony. The purpose of the 
exercise is to search the building, find and rescue a pre-deter~ 
mined number of dummies. The upstairs is @ivided into rooms 
into which furniture and other obstacles have been placed. We 
are not permitted to use torches, only to check the pressure in 
our breathing apparatus sets, therefore we have to feel our way 
with both hands and feet to make sure that we do not fall over 
anything or bump into anything. We normally work in crews of 2, 
keeping in close contact with one another. There are 2 ways of 
getting from the first floor to the ground floor, one is a 
staircase, the other a vertical shaft at the bootom of which is 
a horizontal tunnel. On our last visit the stairs had been 
blocked off which meant that we had to go down the vertical 
shaft which is not quite large enough to get into easily, there- 
fore anyone entering it has to stop and think how to get down 
without damaging the B.A. set or getting stuck;once down the 
shaft the tunnel has to be negotiated by means of crawling 
along flat on one's stomach, bearing in mind how much pressure 
is left in the cylinder, ensuring that enough air is left to 
enable you to retrace your steps back to the outside. Once a 
crew finds a dummy they then have to get themselves and the 
dummy back safely to fresh air via the same route taken on the 
way in, which is. very hard work indeed because the dummies weigh 
between 12 and 13 stones, and to get one up the vertical shaft 
takes both a great deal of thought and effort. Nevertheless 

we usually succeed in rescuing all the dummoes and come out 
soaked with sweat and feeling completely shattered - and to 
think we do this voluntarily!
